Tho mas Perry to stan d 
gu ard at a ro ad ju n ctio n du rin g 
a man eu v er in n o rthern Ba­ 
v aria an d then fo rgo t abo u t 
him. 
Two day s later, when the 18- 
y ear-o ld cav alry sco u t ran o u t 
o f C ratio n s, a frien dly German 
farmer began deliv erin g san d­ 
wiches an d co ffee to his lo n ely 
p o st. 


A week p assed, an d still the 
Green wich, 
N.Y., 
so ldier 
gu arded the in tersectio n in the 
v illage o f Bu rg jo ss, sleep in g in 
the farm er’s barn at n ight an d 
waitin g fo r his u n it to retu rn . It 
n ev er did. 
In stead, n in e day s after he 
began the lo n ely v igil, Army 
military p o lice raced u p an d ar­ 
rested Perry fo r bein g AWOL — 
absen t fro m his u n it witho u t 
p ermissio n . 


“They han dcu ffed me an d p u t 
me in the back o f the jeep , 
which su rp rised the farmer an d 
his family ,” Perry to ld the 
armed fo rces n ewsp ap er, Stars 
an d Strip es. 
The han dcu ffs were taken o ff 
after the MPs co n tacted his u n it 
an d learn ed that Perry had o n ly 
been fo llo win g o rders. 
The so ldier’s o rdeal started 
Oct. 16 du rin g the an n u al U.S. 
military man eu v er in so u thern 


German y . His sco u t sectio n 
was o rdered to mo v e o u t an d he 
was left behin d with two so l­ 
diers fro m an o ther u n it to 
gu ard simu lated ex p lo siv es at 
the in tersectio n . 
“A sergean t fro m their u n it 
came by an d p icked them u p 
an d to ld me to stay where I was 
becau se my u n it wo u ld p ick me 
u p ,” Perry said. “I had so me C 
ratio n s an d when they were 
go n e I go t mo re fro m u n its that 


were still in the area. Then they 
left an d I ate ap p les.” 
The farmer began feedin g the 
so ldier when it became o bv io u s 
he was in fo r a lo n g wait. 
“He to ld me I co u ld stay in 
the hay lo ft o v er a garage so I 
co u ld keep warm,” the y o u n g 
so ldier. 
Perry said he sto p p ed sev eral 
Army tru cks that p assed his in ­ 
tersectio n an d asked to be tak­ 
en to his u n it, “bu t they were all 


go in g the wro n g way .” 
Seco n d Lt. Charles J. Barr. 
Perry ’s p lato o n leader, said the 
so ldier was rep o rted missin g 
after two day s, an d his first ser­ 
gean t wen t back to the in tersec­ 
tio n to lo o k fo r him. 


‘Perry may hav e been in the 
barn at the time,” Barr said. “I 
was retu rn in g to lo o k fo r him 
Oct. 25 when I receiv ed the call 
fro m the MPs. We were glad to 


get that call an d learn 
Perry was all right.”

Sin ce the so ldier’s retu rn , au ­ 
tho rities v isited the German 
family to than k them fo r carin g 
fo r him. They gav e the family 
flo wers an d $60 to p ay fo r the 
fo o d.

Shakeup will not change defense posture 


BOSTON (AP)— Presiden t 
Fo rd is assu rin g Mo sco w, Pe­ 
kin g an d U.S. allies that his 
shakeu p o f n atio n al secu rity ad­ 
v isers will in n o way so ften the 
American defen se p o stu re. 
Secretary o f State Hen ry Kis­ 
sin ger, who lo st his seco n d jo b 
as directo r o f the Natio n al Se­ 
cu rity Co u n cil, will co n tin u e to 
hav e tremen do u s in flu en ce o n 
secu rity an d fo reign affairs, 
Fo rd said Friday . 
In an address befo re the New 
En glan d Co u n cil, the Presiden t 
also defen ded his firin g o f 


Jam es Schlesin ger as secretary 
o f defen se an d CIA Directo r 
William Co lby bu t said their de­ 
p artu re will n o t chan ge p o licy . 
“Stren gth is the o n ly su re 
fo u n datio n 
fo r 
p eace, 
an d 
America in co n cert with o u r al­ 
lies mu st main tain a defen se 
cap ability seco n d to n o n e,” 
Fo rd said. “That p o licy has n o t 
chan ged an d will n o t chan ge.” 
White Ho u se aides said his 
remarks were directed at the 
So v iet Un io n an d Chin a as well 
as U.S. allies an d Fo rd’s do ­ 
mestic critics. 


There hav e been rep o rts the 
Chin ese are distu rbed abo u t the 
dismissal o f Schlesin ger, seein g 
it as an u n willin gn ess by Fo rd 
to match a So v iet arms bu ild­ 
u p . Fo rd is schedu led to v isit 
Chin a n ex t mo n th. 
Fo rd also said he will n o t be 
hu rried in to ‘‘a bad agree­ 
men t” in strategic arms limita­ 
tio n s n ego tiatio n s with Ru ssia. 
“I wan t to be abso lu tely su re 
that these do mestic p o litical 
p o tsho ts are n o t ‘heard ro u n d 
the wo rld,”’ Fo rd said. “Ou r 
allies an d o u r adv ersaries mu st 


n o t be co n fu sed o r misled.” 
He said Do n ald Ru msfeld an d 
Geo rge Bu sh, n o min ated to su c­ 
ceed Schlesin ger an d Co lby , re­ 
sp ectiv ely , “will be stro n g, 
to u gh an d tru e to the highest 
in terests o f all the p eo p le o f the 
Un ited States.”

Acco rdin g to in v estigatin g 
Ogle Co u n ty Sheriff’s dep u ties, 
two Leaf Riv er marshals, Jerry 
Mo rriso n an d A1 Zimmerman , 
had witn essed Kirk driv in g 
thro u gh Leaf Riv er in a reck­ 
less man n er at a high rate o f 
sp eed. The marshals fo llo wed 
Kirk an d tried to ap p rehen d 
him after he dro v e in to a co rn -

attemp ted to ram their sq u ad 
car sev eral times with his 
tru ck. The marshals fo llo wed 
Kirk o u t o f the co rn field o n to

tru ck u n til they lo st sight o f 
him. A sho rt time later, Mo r­ 
riso n an d Zimmerman again 
saw7 the tru ck as it bu rst in to 
flames.

Miss Hearst’s defen se law­ 
y ers wan t to o btain p riv ate p sy ­ 
cho therap y fo r her befo re she 
is tried, an d the ju dge also 
u rged su ch treatmen t. Bu t he 
refu sed to release her fro m jail 
fo r that p u rp o se, n o tin g that he 
earlier gav e the defen se p er­ 
missio n to brin g a do cto r to her 
at the San Mateo Co u n ty Jail. 
“Ou r p ro blem is that all the 
p sy chiatrists with who m we 
had co n tact did n o t feel she 
co u ld be giv en that care in the 
jail en v iro n men t,” said Albert 
Jo hn so n , o n e o f her atto rn ey s.

emo tio n , San 
Mateo Co u n y 
Sheriff Jo hn R, McDo n ald re­ 
p o rted. 
“She’s a co o l cu sto mer,” said 
the sheriff. 
Her father, n ewsp ap er ex ecu ­ 
tiv e Ran do lp h A. Hearst, had 
n o co mmen t. 
The charges stem fro m the 
Ap ril 15, 19 74, ho ldu p o f a Hi­ 
bern ia Ban k bran ch which n et­ 
ted the ro bbers $10,69 0 an d left 
two p assersby wo u n ded. Miss 
Hearst later said she was a 
willin g p articip an t in the ro b­ 
bery . 
She also faces 11 state felo n y 
co u n ts in Lo s An geles Co u n ty , 
in clu din g armed ro bbery an d 
kidn ap in g.

Many of America’s big busi­ 
ness leaders are alway s p ushing 
for more trade with Russia and 
China and Cuba as long as Con­ 


gress has p assed a law to reim­ 
burse any business if the commu­ 
nists refuse to p ay . 
Behind all the declaration of 
loy alty to Europ e’s NATO is a 
well p rop osed p lan to transform 
that organization of defense 
against Russia into an organiza­ 
tion to negotiate with Russia. This 
final decision was made when the 
Bilderbergers met in Turkey . 
Kissinger keep s dep loring this 
and other issues but in p rivate 
seems well p leased. 
The communists refer to the 
few free nations as imp erialists. 
In reality the communists are 
much worse than even the Rus­ 
sian Czars in rep ression of all 
p eop le they conquer. 
Kissinger, under Richard Nix ­ 
on and Gerald Ford, has comp let­ 
ed the worst acts detente that are 
detrimental to the United States. 
Trade with the communist 
countries allows food for their 
hungry p eop le and money to build 
war equip ment. It encourages 
them to enslave more freedom- 
loving p eop le.

Ha llowe e n massacre: 
tric k or tre a t ?

They immediately dubbed it the 
“Halloween massacre’’— President 
Ford’s firing of Defense Secretary 
James R. Schlesinger and CIA Di­ 
rector Wü liam E. Colby . 
But about the only thing in com­ 
mon between this sudden cabinet 
shakeup and President Nix on’s 
dump ing of Watergate Sp ecial Pros­ 
ecutor Archibald Cox , among oth­ 
ers, two y ears ago was that it oc­ 
curred on a weekend. 
By ordering the famous “Satur­ 
day -night massacre’’ Richard M. 
Nix on sealed his own eventual doom. 
It is ex tremely doubtful if Gerald 
Ford’s reshuffling of one cabinet and 
two advisory p osts, the other being 
Henry Kissinger’s seat on the Na­ 
tional Security Council, will even be 
remembered by many Americans 
when they go to the p olls nex t y ear, 
much less influence their voting. 
Congressional Democrats contin­ 
ue to try to make the most of the 
matter, however, most notably Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson (D-Wash.), like 
Schlesinger one of the cap ital’s lead­ 
ing advocates of a strong national 
drfense and of a tough stand against 
Moscow and thus a skep tical critic of 
the detente p olitics of Secretary of 
State Kissinger. 
Colby ’s going had been ex p ected, 
although not quite so soon, and was 
p robably inevitable because of a 
continuing string of embarrassing 
and damaging revelations about the 
U.S. intelligence-gathering estab­ 
lishment. 
But it is Jackson’s view, shared 
by an unknown number of others, 
that Kissinger was really behind the 
firing of Schlesinger because of the 
latter’s refusal to fall in line on such 
matters as strategic arms limitation 
talks with the Russians. Kissinger’s 
relinquishing his p ost as \^ ite 
House national security advisor is 


said to be meaningless since his 
p lace will soon be taken by his own 
close dep uty . Air Force Lt. Gen. 
Bruce Scowcroft. 
“The last vestige of dissent may 
be wip ed out,’’ Jackson said. “Dis­ 
sent to Dr. Kissinger, I mean.’’ 
What the senator is say ing, in ef­ 
fect, is that President Ford and ev­ 
ery one in his administration are lit­ 
tle more than y es-men to Henry Kis­ 
singer— an allegation which, if true, 
Americans would certainly want to 
weigh very heavily in the election 
scales nex t y ear. 
There are numerous other indi­ 
cations, however, that Kissinger is 
hardly the p ower behind any body ’s 
throne, if he ever was. Newsweek 
magazine quotes “sources close to 
the President’’ as say ing the warm­ 
th has gone out of the relationship 
between the President and the sec­ 
retary and that, although he has no 
intention of doing so, the President 
would not hesitate to get rid of Kis­ 
singer if he decided he needed to. 


It is inevitable too, that after a 
y ear in office, Gerald Ford is feeling 
more indep endent of Kissinger and 
more sure of himself in foreign af­ 
fairs, which has been almost the 
p ersonal p rovince of every chief ex ­ 
ecutive since F. D. Roosevelt. 
The President may simp ly be­ 
lieve that the Kissinger ap p roach to 
relations with the Soviet Union is the 
correct one and that the Schlesinger 
hard-line ap p roach had not only 
been overtaken by events but was 
hamp ering his relations with Con­ 
gress. Schlesinger’s recent p assion­ 
ate denunciation of the “deep and 
savage cuts’’ the House p rop osed 
making in the defense budget were 
not ex actly the kind likely to win 
friends and influence legislators on 
Cap itol Hill. 
History may have to decide in the 
end who was right— Schlesinger or 
Kissinger. But President Ford has 
made it abundantly clear which p hi­ 
losop hy he, at least, believes history 
will vindicate.

Second-guessing 
U.S. terroris ts

WASHINGTON (NEA)— Terror­ 
ist bombs killed 20 and injured 122 in 
the United States in the y ear ending 
Ap ril 30. That comp ares with three 
dead and 51 wounded in the p revious 


1 2 months. 
Some of the more p rominent ter­ 
rorist group s seem ex tremely well 
funded, sup p lied with able attor­ 
ney s. 
Neither President Ford’s men 
nor local p olice know what to do. 
Most suggested solutions would ex ­ 
p and p olice intelligence and p owers 
and comp romise p ersonal freedoms 
to a degree most Americans would 
not be willing to accep t. And might, 
in any event, be counterp roductive. 
A.S Brooks McClure, Pentagon- 
State Dep artment ex p ert on terror­ 
ism, say s: “Sometimes counter­ 
measures, even relatively mild 
ones, attract a lot of sy mp athy to the 
so-caUed underdog . . . there’s a ten­ 
dency for many p eop le— p eop le not 
at all inclined toward violence them­ 
selves, or who even sup p ort vio­ 
lence— to come to the defense of an 
activist group that they feel some­ 
how is being abuse.” 
Most terrorist group s, in fact, 
aim at p rovoking p olice into actions 
which will win them converts. 
“The whole trick . . . say s Mc­ 
Clure, “is getting the p rop er balance 
between effective countermeasures 


.. . without rep ression that affects 
the general p op ulation.” 
In President Ford’s attemp ts at 
finding an answer, some knowledge 
of U.S. terrorists has emerged. 
Contrary to p revalent op inion. 
Pentagon studies show the ideologi­ 
cal terrorist to be an intelligent 
y oung man or woman, very often at­ 
tractive and conventional-looking. 
With few ex cep tions he or she is 
middle class with some university 
training, reasonably affluent and 
with no history of material or cultur­ 
al dep rivation. The p rominence of 
women in the movements and in 
leadership p osts is striking. 


Most began their p olitical activ­ 
ism between ages 17 and 20. The av­ 
erage today is in his or her mid-30s. 
Ty p ically , they have a deep ly 
emotional, sometimes suicidal, 
sense of commitment. A great deal 
of their motivation seems to be p sy ­ 
chological rather than p olitical. Mc­ 
Clure believes they are acting out 
their frustrations. 
Though some seem to have re­ 
jected the values of their p arents, 
and are in revolt, more frequently 
they “ap p ear to have simp ly ex tend­ 
ed into violent action the socially 
critical attitudes of their p arents.” 
Worldwide, few terrorists have 
total disregard for their own lives. 
Many daring acts of hostage-taking 


ap p ear to be based on a fair calcula­ 
tion of getting away . 
Though there have been suicide 
attacks, such as that on Israel’s Lod 
Airp ort in 1972, bombing buildings at 
night is relatively safe if the target is 
p oorly guarded. 
Terrorism tends to escalate un­ 
der its own momentum. The move­ 
ments tend to disintegrate in the ab­ 
sence of action; maintenance of dis­ 
cip line becomes difficult. 
Because they find it difficult to 
comp romise, and tend to fragment 
in disagreement when comp romise 
is attemp ted, terrorists ty p icaUy 
and deliberately avoid say ing toò 
much about what they would p ro­ 
p ose to substitute for the ex isting 
sy stem. There is, in fact, usually a 
lack of p lan— because a p lan entails 
comp romises which could break up 
the movement. It is easier to take 
the offensive. 
These internal weaknesses may 
offer a p romising line of attack. 
There’s a p ossibility , for ex am­ 
p le, terrorist group s mil aid their 
own destruction, as witness the Tu- 
p amaros, ex tremely effective in 
Uruguay a few y ears back. The 
movement, became too large, mak­ 
ing discip line, control and security 
difficult. Fringe elements, lacking 
the dedication of the original group , 
joined the organization, facilitatili 
government p enetration.

I am writing to congratulate Rep . 
Richard Mautino, D-Sp ring Valley , 
for his help in voting for the override 
of Governor Walker’s veto of House 
Bill 2971. 
TTiis bill p rovided each school 
district with the monies p romised it 
by the State Legislature and the gov­ 
ernor through the adop tion two 
y ears ago of a formula which is 
caUed the “Resource Equalizer” 
method of funding local school dis­ 
tricts. I hop e that I can shed some 
light on what I feel has become a 
very confused p icture of what the 
veto override means to y ou a resi­ 
dent of Lee County . 
First of all, should the Senate not 
sup p ort the override of the gover­ 
nor’s amendatory veto (he didn’t 
veto the whole bill but reduced mon­ 
ies ap p rop riated by roughly five p er 
cent) y our districts will lose the fol­ 
lowing amounts in state aid monies: 
Nelson, $1,000; Steward $1,04 0; 
Ashton $5,000; District 271, $28,560; 
Amboy , $70,000, and Dix on $136,000. 
The total cut from p romised rev­ 
enue is $241,600. 
Please notice that I refer to the 
latter figure as revenue p romised to 
the school districts. This p romise 
was made two y ears ago when the 
“Resource Equalizer” formula was 
adop ted as a means to comp ute state 
aid allotments for local districts. 
This formula was adop ted to equal­ 
ize educational op p ortunity for all 
children in the state by p roviding 
more money for less wealthy (based 
on real p rop erty assessed valuation) 
school districts rather than having 
the children in wealthier communi­ 
ties benefit more than those who 
were not fortunate enough to be born 
into a community with a high as­ 
sessed valuation. 
I would lil(^ to p resent some facts 


to y ou and at the same time p ose 
some questions that I would like the 
reader to consider: 
Do y ou think it is realistic to p re­ 
sent school districts with a new aid 
formula, fund it fully for two y ears 
(1973-74 and 1974-75) and then an­ 
nounce that monies will not be avail­ 
able for districts to meet obligations 
they made while acting in good faith 
and signing contracts on assurances 
that the formula would indeed p ro­ 
vide X number of dollars? 
The budgets of local school dis­ 
tricts reflect about an 80 p er cent 
commitment of budget monies for 
sal£ (ries of teachers and administra­ 
tors. By state law all of these latter 
salaries must be p aid for school y ear 
1975-76 as the deadline for notify ing 
emp loy es of dismissal p roceedings 
has long since p assed. Is it fair to ex ­ 
p ect local districts to make all nec­ 
essary cuts from the remaining 20 
p er cent of their budgets which are 
sp ent for learning materials, sup ­ 
p lies, etc.? 
Did y ou know that Cîovemor 
Walker’s “across the board” cut of 
six p er cent is made up of school aid 
monies amounting to 72 p er cent of 
the total state budget cuts p rop osed? 
Do y ou think it is fair that the 
state aid to education budget ac­ 
counts for roughly 20 p er cent of the 
total state budget and y et 72 p er cent 
of the total state budget cuts are 
coming out of education’s budget? 
Imagine the situation in the fol­ 
lowing light : Sup p ose y ou set up a 
family budget for nex t- month and 
make sp ending commitments based 
on y our emp loy er’s p romise to p ay 
y ou $400. You arrange y our budget, 
commit monies for rent, food, etc., 
but when y ou go to p ick up y our 
check y ou find y our check is short 
$72. You ask y our boss and he say s, 
“We have a cash flow p roblem now. 
I was going to be in debt $100.1 have 
to make cuts and 72 p er cent of the 
cuts must come from y our salary 
with only one-fourth coming from 
my other emp loy es.” Will y our land­ 
lord lower last month’s rent? 
Did y ou. know that tl|B C3iicago 
school sy stem is not asking for more 


money to “bail them out” and help 
them p ay for an unrealistically high 
teacher p ay p ackage recently 
agreed up on? Like every other 
school district, Chicago wants only 
the monies it was p romised under 
,full funding of the Resource Equaliz­ 
er Formula. 
There are many confusing things 
surrounding the state’s budget stat­ 
us and the education budget cuts. 
Three different state officials give 
three different versions of just how 
much money the state has. Some say 
this is all an attemp t by Daley to em­ 
barrass Walker, or by the ^p ubli­ 
cans to embarrass Walker, and so on 
and so forth. 
I don’t really care about the p o­ 
litical why s and wherefores that 
help ed to create this educationally 
disastrous situation. I do care that 
some p eop le seem to have an alarm­ 
ing tendency to say , “The State of Il­ 
linois is in a dangerous financial 
condition. Let’s take the money we 
need (7 2 p er cent in this case) from 
the schoolchildren of Illinois!” 
I think it’s time for the voters of 
Illinois, including Lee County , to tell 
their elected legislators, “We feel 
our children were, are and will al­ 
way s ^ imp ortant. We feel their 
education is one of the last things 
that should be skimp ed on. If there 
must be cuts— so be it. But y ou 
make darned sure my child’s educa­ 
tion is not cut any more than the oth­ 
er equally costly areas of state gov­ 
ernment.” 
Once again, I thank Rep resenta­ 
tive Mautino for his much needed 
sup p ort of education. I encourage 
y ou to contact Sen. David Shap iro 
and imp ress up on him the fact that 
failure to override Governor Walk­ 
er’s veto of House Bill 2971 will mean 
tl^t the schoolchildren of Illinois 
will be made scap ^oats by an over­ 
sp ending government bureaucracy .

There’s little o r no so lace 
fro m the ex perts. The men’s 
fo recasters do n’t agree abo ut 
ho w to put The To tal Lo o k 
to gether. And what the mass 
m erchants are o ffering is 
farther away fro m them than 
they are fro m each o ther. 
First, a lo o k at what three o f 
the co untry ’s mo st influential 
men’s fashio n edito rs — Green 
at Play bo y , Max Ev ans at 
Esquire, and Kenneth M. Fleck 
o f Gentlemen’s Quarterly — 
select as The Vested Suit fo r 
Fall and ho w they suggest 
accesso rizing it. 
States Fleck,

reader, unlike the Esquire 
reader, who may be interested 
in literary v alue, o r the

Belts destro y the v ested 
line. To gauge if it all wo rks, a 
man sho uld do what the 
av erage American male almo st 
nev er do es — after dressing, 
sto p, take a deep breath, lo o k in 
the mirro r and ask himself, 
“Wo uld I want to do business 
with m e?” 
Esquire’s Max Ev ans selects 
a Jo hn Weitz suit fro m Palm 
Beach as a prime ex ample o f 
the Vested Suit fo r Fall. Called 
the Eastsider, it’s 100 per cent 
wo o l wo rsted with suppressed 
waist, widely no tched lapels, 
fo ur sleev e butto ns and deep 
side v ents. Appro x imately $15 0, 
“it certainly has mass market 
appeal,” say s Ev ans. “At a 
time when ev ery o ne is co unting 
pennies, inv estm ent clo thes 
make sense.

craw ls one-fourth 
m ile for help 


JO L IE T (A P )— David B a r­ 
ker is tough. 
A u th o rities 
say 
the 
18- 
year-old from New Lenox, who 
crawled a quarter-mile for help 
with five bullets in the base of 
his head, his back full of buck­ 
shot and his wrists slashed 
while trying to attract help re­ 
mains in serious condition to­ 
day. 
Hospital officials here said 
David B a rk e r’s excellent phys­ 
ical condition probably saved 
his life. The 1975 high school 
graduate, a form er wrestler, 
underwent surgery Thursday at 
a Jo liet hospital. 
Police said George W illiam s, 
21, of Lockport, and a 15-year- 
old youth were charged with at­ 
tempted m urder and arm ed 
robbery in connection with the 
incident. 
Bond for W illiam s was set at 
$100,000, said a W ill County 
sheriff’s deputy. The juvenile 
was taken to a detention center, 
the spokeswoman said. 
Robbery m ay have been the 
motive for the assault, they be­ 
lieve. A police spokesman said 
Bark e r’s wristw atch, two rings, 
two credit cards and a Social 
Security card were found in the 


possession of one of the sus­ 
pects. 
One of the rings was a high 
school class ring. A .32-cal. re­ 
volver and two large knives al­ 
so were confiscated from the 
suspects’ car. 
Officials said the 6-foot-l, 175- 
pound Barker also suffered cuts 
on the top of his head and bruis­ 
es on his abdomen from a beat­ 
ing. He gave police details of 
the incident late Wednesday 
from his hospital bed, they said. 
According to police reports. 
Barker was polishing his car 
when two young men forced 
him into another car at gun­ 
point. They drove to a deserted 
farmhouse near Lockport and 
took Barker into a barn, where 
he was beaten and shot. 
Police said B arker walked 
and crawled to the dwelling of 
Thomas J. Lu ttrell in rural 
Lockport. Lu ttrell said Barker 
cut his wrists when he broke a 
window trying to attract help. 


Hospital officials said five 
bullets lodged near the base of 
Barker’s head but did not reach 
his brain, they also said the 
shotgun blast, which peppered 
his back with buckshot, did not 
affect his spine.

To break up ¡all boredom . . . 
Sllvest says 60 pet. of medical 
calls to jail are really 'cons' 


By LENNY INGRASSIA 
What do es a guy in jail hav e to lo se by seeking medi­ 
cal treatment? In the wo rds o f Dr. Geo rge Silv est, ap­ 
po inted phy sician fo r Lee Co unty jail inmates, “ No t a 
thing.” In fact, Silv est claims so me o f the priso ners will 
go to ex tremes to receiv e unneeded treatment. He esti­ 
mates 6 0 per cent o f the calls he makes at the Law En­ 
fo rcement Center are a “ co n.” 
And to ex plain the why behind the co n, the phy sician 
paints a glum picture o f life behind bars. The o v erall 
mo o d is o ne o f bo redo m, he claims. In general the jail sy s­ 
tem perfo rms a so cial functio n, “ —keep them in and keep 
them quiet,” say s Silv est, “ and the o nly time y o u hear 
fro m o r abo ut jails is when they ’re no t quiet.” 
Of the peo ple who land behind the steel-enfo rced bars, 
the practitio ner claims they are alto gether different fro m 
the no rm. 
“ In the first place, if they hav e any mo ney o r smarts 
o r pull they wo n’t be there.” 
He co ntinued: “ In a state priso n y o u hav e so me struc­ 
ture, different tiers fo r different ty pes— but here ev ery ­ 
o ne is thro wn to gether and they are there fo r o nly a sho rt 
duratio n.” 
Silv est wo rked at the Co o k Co unty jail fo r a o ne-y ear 
stint befo re setting up his medical practice in Dix o n.

Two years ago, the Vikings 
were at it again. They were 9-0 
going into a nationally televised 


game with the Falcons. When 
they came out of it, they were 
9-1, the victims of a 20-14 upset. 
So it goes. 
This year Minnesota is 7-0 
and has a streak of 10 regular- 
season victories going. Are the 
Vikes thinking about a perfect 
season? Maybe-4)ut they won’t 
admit it. 
“ W e’re concerned 
about 
keeping a high level of play 
and improving every week,” 
says quarterback Fran Tarken- 
ton. “ We can’t be thinking 
about a perfect season at this 
stage.” 
The Falcons take a 2-5 record 


into Sunday’s game. But what 
they don’t take into it is quar­ 
terback Steve Bartkowski, the 
N F L ’s No. 1 draft choice. He 
suffered a dislocated elbow two 
week ago and will be on the 
sidelines while Kim McQuilken 
or Pat Sullivan try to solve 
Minnesota’s defense.

they were clobbered 42-3 by Los 
Angeles. 
The Jets, too, suffered a hu­ 
miliating defeat recently, get­ 
ting thrashed 43-0 by the Dol­ 
phins. New York hopes to get 
even in Miami for that loss— 
and also to wipe out the memo­ 
ry of last week’s bitter “ fourth- 
and-one” failure that led to its 
loss to Buffalo.

Espo raised his career goal 
mark to 535—third-highest in 
National Hockey League his­ 
tory—and added an assist in 
the losing performance.

I 
had to keep asking the other 
guys where I was supposed to 
be,” he said when it was over. 
Sabourin raised his career to­ 
tal to 149, far behind his oppo­ 
nent, but it was enough to beat 
New York and goalie John Da­ 
vidson, a former teammate on 
the St. Louis Blues.
